information For Farmers | Russians Study 


Work At the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Lethbridge, Alberta 


Every farm or station of the Do- 

minion Experimental Farms system, 
which now pretty well covers the en- 
tire country, is of special value and 
(mportance to that section of Canada 
in which it is situated, A brief de 
scriptive account of the station at 
Lethbridge, Southern Alberta, is given 
tn the Agricultural Gazette of Canada 
for September-October, The station 
has been in operation for fifteen years 
and, as the article explains, was es: 
tablished because it was felt that 
there was need for experimental work 
in connection with farming carried on 
under irrigation. The farm consists 
of four hundred acres, half of which fs 
at present irrigated and half devoted 
to experimental work with non-irrigat 
ed or “dry land” farming. As the 
author, Mr. W. H. Fairfield, Superin- 
tendent at the Station, says, the neces- 
sity of investigational work will be 
recognized when it is stated that irrl- 
gation works are elther completed or 
in course of construction for over one 
million acres of farm land in Southern 
Alberta. 
Some of the problems that have to 
be solved are the most profitable 
crops to raise, when to irrigate, how 
to frrigate, how much water to- use, 
and how often to trrigate. Alfalfa 
has shown itself to be an extremely 
srofitable crop, and it 1s stated that 
the Lethbridge district produces 40,- 
000 tons annually. Pasture tests 
have proved that alfalfa alone causes 
bloat, but that when mixed with 
grass, such as Kentucky Blue or 
Brome, cattle and sheep may be pas 
tured on it with impunity. 

Among the many experiments that 
have been, or are being, carried ont 
are those devoted to small frults cul 
tivation, and it has been shown that 
strawberries, currents and raspberries 
can be successfully grown 
clally. In regard to raspberries {1 
has been found that winter killing can 
be prevented by covering the rows 01} 
canes with soil instead of manure or 
straw. Tree growing has been 
demonstrated, and vigorous 
thirty to forty feet high, 
be seen on what was “bald 
when the station was started Poul 
try and bees receive considerable at 
tention, the provinclal egg-laying con 
test being conducted at the station, 
and bees have produced as much as 
107 pounds of honey in a 
one colony.

Are Tourlng Canada and United 
States to Secure Information 


To discuss farming problems muy 
tual to Saskatchewan and Russta, 
Professor N. M. Tulatkoy, Petrograd, 
President of the Russian State In. 
stitute of Experimental Agronomy, 
and D. N. Borodin, of the New York 
Russian Agricultural Bureau, held a 
conference recently with I’. H. Auld, 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture for 
Saskatchewan. 

The two Russian officials also visit. 
ed Saskatoon to meet professors of 
the Saskatchewan Agricultural Co} 
lege there, and to continue the studies 
of agrarian progress in the province, 

They are touring Canada and the 
United States in an attempt to so 
cure Information that will be of bene 
fit in the work of rehabilitating Rus 
sian agriculture, and they are secur 
ing specimens of cereal and forage 
crops grown In Saskatchewan to send 
back to their country. 

Already, Professor Tulalkov stated, 
they have sent back upwards of 9,000 
samples of grains and grasses from 
Canada to guide their co-workers {n 
the production of them in Russia, 

At the Parlilament Buildings, Re 
gina, the two officials gathered Ltera 
ture on agricultural subject publish 
ed by the Provincial Government, and 
statistics regarding crop districts in 
the province, 

They held a conference also with 
M. P. Tullis, Field Crops Commission 
er, in regard to the grasshopper fight 
that Saskatchewan wages every year. 

Russia, they state, has a similar 
problem, and has not found any 
economical means of dealing with 
the hopper plague. 

A feature of thelr trip to Saskatche 
wan is that they will send back to 
their country wheat samples of types 
that were originally imported to West 
ern Canada from Russta. 

The agricultural industry in Russia, 
Professor Tulatkov said, has not yet 
recovered from the revolution and the 
war, but it is rapidly bac 
into its own.

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Canadian Winter Climate 
Big Factor In Producing 
Best Wheat In The World 


—_—— 


With the approach of winter 
inonths, once again arises in foreign 
publications arguments and opinions 
as to the desirability or disadvantages 
of Canada's climate. 

We who live in Canada are quite 
satisfied with our winter climate; we 
know it is both desirable and advan- 
tageous, and that without {t we could 
not hope to raise the finest hard wheat 
in the world and the splendid crop ot 
sturdy, healthy, young men and wo 
men, Farmers know that bracing 
cold weather puts bone and muscle, 
fat and hide on horses and cattle; 
lumbermen and trappers that snow 
solves their transportation problem; 
while to the lover of outdoor sports, 
winter time {n Canada {s a season to 
be anticipated. Finally, vital statis- 
ties bear out the fact that nowhere in 
the world will a healthier class of 
children be found than in Canada, and 
the state of health of the younger gen- 
erations is the very best indication of 
the advantages of the climate. 

In a very eulogistic article on Can- 
ada in the October issue of the Inter 
national Bulletin published by the In- 
ternational Institute of Economics of 
New York, one of Canada’s great 
drawbacks is stated to be the climate. 
“Cosmopolis,” who writes the article, 
says: 

“Canada’s chief disadvantages is 
that her farther northern climate ren. 
ders her products less diversified than 
America’s—by which he means, ot 
course, the United States—and grips 
great areas in frosts that forever for 
bid cultivation of them.” 

On the face of it, this would seem 
to be fact, but it would be dificult to 
convince Stefansson and other recent 
northern explorers of this fact. “For 
ever” as applied to cultivation and liv- 
ing conditions in Canada is a doubt- 
ful word, for, as time goes on, condl- 
tions in Canada change, and with fur- 
ther northward cultivation and colon- 
ization the so-called Arctic climate Is 
being driven farther north. To any 
who havo read Stefansson’s article on 
climate in the February, 1922, World's 
Work, “The Livable North,” the fol- 
lowing quotation will be familiar; to 
those who havo not read ft, it will be 
of interest. 

Before quoting from that article, 
however, let us just point out that this 
question of excessive Arctic climate 
and unproductive northern areas 1s 
fast losing its foundation. Settle 
ment in the Peace River country, in 
Northern Ontario and in Quebec fs 
going on apace, and areas that, like 
the northwest, were once considered 
uninhabitable and uncultivable, are 
now proving desirable and productive. 
Back in the early nineties, wheat 
grown a thousand miles north of the 
international boundary took first prize 
at the Chicago International Exh!bl- 
tion, since when settlement in that 
area has been steady and expansive. 
When Canada is possesesd of a popu: | 
lation of eighteen millions instead of 
eight as at present, this question of 
uncultivable northern areas owing to 
excessive climate, will have faded just 
fn the same way as the question of 
the fertility and livableness of the 
northwest faded with time and expert- 


mentation, But let Stefansson speak 
for himself: — 
“We have pointed out that the 


growth of grass and other plants is 
measured not by the length of the 
summer in months, but by the number 
of hours of sunlight, and that there 
are as many hours of sunlight in three} 


months of Arctic summer as in six 
' months of tropic summer, giving the} 
plants, therefore, in reality, twice as| 


long a growing time as the careless 
reasoner assumes them to have. This 
is one of the fundamental considera- 
tions which explain the universality 
and luxuriance of vegetation in the 
north that is always so startling to 
the traveller who goes north with o 
mind furnished with ideas derived 
from school geographies.” | 

“It seems to be light rather than 
heat that makes a plant grow fast. 
But if it were heat, the polar plants) 
would not be badly off. A fairly sim- 
ple mathematical calculation shows! 
that from the first week of June to 
the second week of July, the earth at) 
sea level receives from the sun more 
heat per square mile per day at the 
North Pole than at the Equator, In 
mountainous regions, such as Green: 
land, there is left over from winter, 
stored snow to counterbalance lovally 
this tremendous downpour of heat’ 
but on the far more extensive polar 
lowlands of Siberia, Canada, Alaska 
and the Canadian Arctic Islands, there 
is no stored-up snow to temper (he 
summer heat, which explains the stor- 
fes travellers from these regions tel! 
of the unbearable swelter of the Aro 
tie summer and explains such weather 
bureau records as 100 degrees in the 
shade at Fort Yukon, Alaska.

How Bank Of England 
Received Nickname 


Old Lady of Threadneedle Street Was 
Real Person 
In explanation of the nickname for 
the Bank of England, a pathetie story ; 
fs told by Sir William Treloar. In 
the early part of last century there 
were several people in the city who 
were famous for their curious attire, 
and each had his or her nickname. For 
instance, there were the “Green Man” 
and the “Lady in Black.” There was 
also the “White Lady of Thread- 
needle Street,” who was a regular 
visitor to the Bank of England. She 
was the sister of a poor young clerk 
who had forged the signature to a 
transfer warrant. For this crime he 
was hanged in 1809. His sister was 
& needieworker for an army contrac: 
tor, and lived with an old aunt and 
her brother in the city. Her mind 
became affected at her brother's dis- 
graceful death, and every day after- 
wards she would go to the Bank and 
walk up to the pay counter. “Is my 
brother, Mr. Frederick, here today?” 
she would ask, and the invariable an- 
swer was: “No, miss, not today.” She 
never stayed more than five minutes, 
and invariably her last words were: 
“Give my love to him when he returns.

Alberta Leads In Coal Production 

For the past two years, says 4 re 
turn issued by the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, the province of Alberta has held 
the premier position among the coal 
producing provinces of Canada, with 
Nova Scotia, the former leader, a close 
second, and British Columbia third, 
with Saskatchewan and New Bruns- 
wick following in order.

Canada’s fleld crops for 1922 are es- 
timated by the Financial Post to be 
worth approximately $1,119,273.683, as 
against $908,381,870 in the preceding 
year, an increase of about $210,000,000 

There was a substantial lowering of 
prices during the period under review 
and a corresponding reduction in the 
scale of wages, with the result that 
farming conditions were in a more or 
less unsettled state. With ‘ower 
costs of planting, threshing and mar 
keting the margin of profit on the 
wheat crop should be better than last 
year. Owlng to the phenomenal 
yleld of nearly all agricultural pro 
ducts this year, few decreases in value 
as compared with the previous twelve 
months are recorded. Increases are 
shown in wheat, oats, barley, rye, flax, 
buckwheat, mixed grains, and turnips 
while peas, beans, corn (both husking 
and fodder), potatoes, hay and clover, 
alfaifa and sugar beets, register de 
creases, 

The same authority roughly esti 
mates the value of products of the 
ground, the seas and the forest, not 
including highly manufactured pro 
ducts or wealth from water-power de 
veloped, as slightly over $2,500,000, 
000, or, based on a population of eight 
and three-quarter millions of people, a 
per capita value of about $320.00. Ag 
ricultural products, of course, account 
for the largest share of the total, 
amounting to $1,119,273,582. Live 
stock comes next with a value of 
$766,720,000, followed in order of im 
portance by paper and pulp with 
$204,662,000, lumber $28,311,437, aoe 
erals $117,325,437, dairy $110,207,5 
fisheries $34,930,935, furs pete 
wool $2,565,000, and tobacco $2,400, 
000. These figures are obtained on 
the 1922 Winnipeg average cost price 
basis. 

The large grain crop in the prairie 
provinces will enable the farmer to 
get back on his feet again, make need- 
ed improvements on his farm, and 
leave him an advantageous position to 
Start the new year. Many compan 
les, owing to the tightness of money 
and the depressed condition of the 
home market early in the year, have 
been.holding up development plans, 
but with the commencement of the 
movement of the wheat crop, money 
has become easier and a number of 
manufacturers have announced they 
will go ahead with their original plan: 
Mining and pulp and paper industric: 
are unusually active, and reports ‘rom 
all sources indicate that the coming 
year will see an active period of ex 
pansion. 

Prince Satisfied With Ranch 
Says He Has Received Good Reports 
From Alberta
